The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are patentable over the prior art of record because the teachings of 
the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set 
forth in claims 1 1, 23 and 25, including all of the structural elements recited in the 
claims, especially the concept of the cable handling system dispensing and retrieving 
cable from the mobile platform, wherein the controller determines the platform velocity 
according to the drive system sensor and a substantially zero tension cable velocity 
based at least in part on platform velocity and on a position of the outlet with respect to 
a point around which the mobile platform turns. The prior art of record, especially the 
Gelfman reference, deploys cable independently from the drive mechanism of the 
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vehicle. Thus, retrieving cable without requiring any direct feedback from any vehicle 
mechanism of movement.
